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"An Evening of Theater" 
will first present "The Les­ 
son," avant-garde comedy by 
Rumanian-born French play­ 
wright Eugene lonesco. The 
play concerns an elderly pro­ 
fessor and his student, a 
young co-ed. The lesson which 
is taught has been called the 
most remarkable and bizarre 
in the history of pedagogy.

The second play will be 
"Fumed Oak," hilarious com­ 
edy by Noel Coward, who 
castigates English middle- 
class narrowness and-respect­ 
ability in his portrayal of the 
Henry Gow family and their 
fumed oak furniture.

Completing the trilogy will 
be "Portrait of a Madonn.v 
by Tennessee Williams, 
realistic drama built aroun 
the character of Miss Collins, 
a pathetic and neurotic 
Southern lady.

All three plays will be 
staged arena-style in the just- 
constructed "Starboard Thea­ 
ter," located at the south end 
of the LAHC campus.

ning of T h e a t e r" will be 
played by three Harbor Col­ 
lege students who are major­ 
ing in Theater Arts. Eugene 
Dynarski, to appear as lones- 
co's professor, has had local 
experience with the Horse­ 
shoe Theater in Hollywood, 
the Omnibus Workshop Thea­ 
ter, and the Off-Broadway 
Theater in Long Beach.
